The urban fishery is located along the Jordan River on
Sandy’s west side near River Oaks Golf Course. Complete
with a fishing pond, fish-cleaning station, covered pavilion
and playground, the fishery can be enjoyed by both young
and old. 

The urban fishery will be stocked by the Department of
Wildlife Resources and will
be home to bluegill, catfish,
smallmouth bass and trout.
Fishing standards set by the
DWR require a fishing license
for anyone 12 years of age
and older and a limit of four
fish. If fishing does not
“catch” your fancy, then enjoy
a peaceful stroll around the
pond, or a game of Frisbee in
the open field. Consistent
with each of Sandy City’s
beautiful parks, the urban
fishery will be a refreshing
retreat for all members of our
community.

Healing Field 2009:

Celebrating America’s Heroes
Patriot Day was established in 2001 by President Bush as a time to honor

heroes and pay tribute to those valiant individuals who risk their lives for others.
The Healing Field began in Sandy in 2002 with the National Healing Field organ-
ization as a tribute to the thousands of lives that were lost on September 11 by 
displaying flags in their memory. Since that time, there have been 312 Healing
Fields across the nation. 

This year will mark the eighth year the Healing Field has been in Sandy. The
theme for 2009 will be “Celebrating America’s Heroes and Those Who Support
Them.” The display will begin on the evening of Sept. 10 when volunteers will
begin placing the flags on the field and will continue to be on display through
Sept. 14. A ceremony will take place on the morning of Sept. 11. 

Along with the flags, booths will be open for visitors to show their apprecia-
tion to troops currently serving in the military. The “Operation Thank You” booth
will be open for individuals to thank a soldier by purchasing a flag from the field
that will be delivered to a soldier along with a thank you note from the person 
purchasing the kit.

Sandy Offers “Own in
Sandy” Program on

New Homes
The “Own in Sandy Program” is being imple-

mented to help stimulate the local economy by cre-
ating new jobs through the construction of new
homes within Sandy City. The program will
increase the opportunity for qualified home owners
to purchase existing new homes currently on the
market. Interested buyers looking to purchase a pri-
mary residence must meet specific guidelines in
order to qualify for the $5,000 zero-interest loan.
The loan becomes a grant after the owner has lived
in the home for a consecutive three-year period.

“Own in Sandy” loans can only be used at the
time of closing for a down payment, for closing
costs or a principal reduction in purchase price. Ten
loans are available for the purchase of a new, exist-
ing home that has never been occupied and that is
currently on the market and an additional ten loans
are available for construction of a new home within
an approved subdivision in the Sandy area. 

Under the program guidelines, income require-
ments must be met and the purchase price of the
property cannot exceed $305,000.
